Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2 and 3-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As the closest reference for claim 1, Michimori (US 2002/0036976 Al) and Watanabe 
(US 6751181 Bl) both disclose similar disk devices to that claimed. 
However, both Michimori and Watanabe fail to show that: 

a loading arm which is capable of being displaced between a leading position for 
abutting on an edge of the disk moving between a disk insertion position and the disk housing 
sections and leading the disk to the disk housing section side or the disk insertion position, and a 
withdrawing position for withdrawing from the disk when the drive unit is not inserted into the 
disk housing sections. 

Furthermore, the Examiner agrees with Applicant's arguments presented on pages 9-17, 
as the reasons for allowance, due to the amended limitation of claim 1 . 

These features, in combination with the other features of the claims, are not anticipated 
by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
